ATLANTA (Ga.) April 1.—Two great 
movements looking toward the solution 
of the race problem in the South, es- 
pecially ‘in Georgia, have been launched 
and have gained the support of some of 
the most prominent men in the coun- 
try, according to a statement made at 
a conference of the Atlanta Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association today. 

One movement is being urged by Dr. 
John E. White, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church, who reported to the confer- 
ence that it is gaining great headway. 

“Five of the wealthiest men in the 
South,” Dr, White stated, “have put 
all they have back of this movement. 
We contemplate the organization of all 
the moral forces of the South in one 
body and the appointment of a commis- 
sion, composed of the best and most 
learned men of the South, to handle the 
problem and deal with the situation at- 
fecting the relationship of the races.“ 

The other movement is being fostered 
by former Gov. . J. Northen of 
Georgia, who has been urging in 
speeches all over the State the estab- 
lishment of better relations bet ween 
the races.

DEFENSE RESTS 
IN THAW CASE. 


Will Call No New Witnesses 
Before Commission. 


Want to Hurry Work of Lu 
nacy Board. 
——o———_ 
Report Expected Thursday 
on Prisoners Sanity. 


[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


NEW YORK, April 1—An important 
development in the court proceedings 
against Harry K. Thaw was the an- 
nouncement today by counsel for the 
prisoner that the Thaw side rests, so 
far as further testimony by their side 
is concerned before the lunacy com- 
mission. The defense believes that 
this will help to bring this particular 
hearing to an early close, and that the 
trial will not be delayed by more than 
a week by the movement to determine 
Thaw’s sanity at the present time. 
The defense assumes, of course, that 
the commission will find that Thaw 
is now sane. In fact, they are su- 
premely confident of such an outcome, 
basing their opinion on the splendid 
showing Thaw is said te have made 
when questioned by the commission- 
ers. 

It is probable that the lunacy com- 
mission will report Thursday morning. 
The case was adjourned last week un- 
til this morning. When the jury was 
called before the court today, Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald adjourned the trial 
again until Thursday morning. The 
lunacy commission will meet tomor- 
row, and it is expected that they will 
be ready to report Thursday. 


In case the commission finds that 
Thaw is today insane, within the 
meaning the law, the trial will be 


stopped, but if they find that he is ca- 
pable of going on, the trial will be 
resumed at once. It is doubtful if the 
defense will call any other witnesses. 
As soon as the defense rests, the sum- 
ming up will begin, and, under the 
agreement made between the attor- 
neys. will last for two days. 

When Mrs. Evelyn Thaw made her 
daily visit to her husband in the Tombs 
she was met by a process server, who 
handed her a subpoena, directing her 
to appear before the lunacy commis- 
sion tomorrow. Mrs. Thaw was told 
that her presence was merely a matter 
of routine. 

Dist.-Atty. Jerome does not share the 
opinion of the defense that the com- 
mission will conclude its hearing so 
soon. He sdid the defense was assum- 
ing too much, and expressed the be- 
lief that several days would elapse be- 
fore the commission reported. 

Jerome believes that the commission 
will hear his alienists, and he hopes, 
besides, that the testimony of Dr. Al- 
lan McLane Hamilton will be ad- 
mitted. ~ 

There is no doubt that the hearing 
will be prolonged if the State’s alien- 
ists are allowed to testify as fu as 
Jerome wishes, but the defense’s law- 
yers believe that they will only be 
permitted to tell what they think of 
Thaw's present condition and facts of 
the distant past, on which most of their

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The trial of Abraham 
Ruef on one of the charges of extor- 
tion in the French restaurants cases 
will be resumed before Superior Judge 
Dunne tomorrow. The case that will 
be tried first is the one known as the 
“Delmonico’s.”” It has been selected 
by the prosecution as being the strong- 
est in this group of five. 

Before the grand jury, Malfante, the 
proprietor of the restaurant, testified 
that he had paid Ruef $1175, and prom- 
ised an additional payment of $1000 
one year later, because of fear. 

This fear is regarded by the. prose- 
cution as the basis of the extortion, 
whereas the defense will contend 1 
the fear was not of Ruef, but of 
condition that existed, and that the 
curly boss was retained and paid to 
combat the probable loss of license, 
in which the proprietors of the res- 
taurant stood in fear. 

The announcement that Heney will 
not participate in the trial of Ruef 
in the French restaurant case has 
caused surprise. It is known that 
and Burns secured the testi- 
mony on which the Indictments were 
based, and it was the former that pre- 
sented the evidence to the grand jury, 
through the witnesses he called before

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Thirteen Supervisors 
publicly fell in with the Langdon- 
Heney-Burns prosecution today, when 
at its dictation they voted to depose 
George B. Keane from the secretary- 
ship of the Board of Supervisors, an 
office to which they unanimously 
elected him only two weeks ago. 

Supervisors Lonergan and Sanderson 
escaped the humiliation of public sur- 
render through the accident of ab- 
sence from the chamber when the vote 
was taken. Tveitmoe and O'Neil, who 
were appointed by Schmitz, protested 
against this action and declared it was 
a cowardly surrender. 3 > 

In dismissing Keane the board mem- 
bers finally and officially cast off Abe 
Ruef. The resolution deposing Keane 
was introduced by Gallagher and the 
Finance Committee, and although Gal- 
lagher refused in the board meeting 
to accede to the demands of O'Neil 
and Tveitmoe to give any reason, he 
later stated it in full. 

“The Board of Su re—that is, 
the great majority of the members, 
all but Tveitmoe and O'’Neil—agreed 
this afternoon that the close political 
fellowship that has existed for the 
past fifteen months between the board 
and Mr. Ruef must cease. 

SPURN HIM UTTERLY. 

“We are no longer to seek his coun- 
sel or to take it. Mr. Keane, possess- 
ing the regard and respect of every 
member of the board, has been identi- 
fied thoroughly with Mr. Ruet's asso- 
clation with the board. This after- 
noon when we called him before us, he 
stated that his political fortunes had 
been with Mr. Ruef and that he did 
not propose to desert him now.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business March 30. 
1907, the total debt, less cash in the 
treasury, amounted to 3909. 106.564. 
which was a decrease as compared with 
March 1, of $11,548,288. ; 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 

Interest-bearing debt, $908,233,440. 

Debt on which interest has ceased | 
since maturity, $1,095,365. 

Debt bearing no interest, $402,645.542. 

Total, $1,311,974,568. 

This amount, however, does not in- 
clude $1,130,146,849, in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash, 
which is held for their redemption. 

The cash in the treasury is given as 
follows: 

Gold reserve, $150,000,000. 

Trust funds, $1,130,146,869. 

General fund, $199.520,548.

It was pointed out today in adminis- 
trative circlés that the President has 
made no references in his speecnes or 
messages to the question of physical 
valuation of railroads. This position, 
it was sald, is that the reads them- 
sélves will work out this problem as an 
item of book-keeping, and reference 
was made to the fact that two roads, 
the Northern Fache and the Great 
Northern, have already submitted fig- 
ures as to their physical valuation. 
OPPOSES OVER-CAPITALIZATION. 

It can be stated on authority that the 
President will again ask Congress at 
its next session for power to deal with 
the question of over-capitalization of 
railroads. A similar request was made 
at the last session, but favorable ac- 
tion was not taken upon it. 

In his letter to Smith, the President 
incloses copies of the speech he made 
at Raleigh, N. C., October 14, 1905, and 
the one he delivered before a delega- 
tion of railway employés in this city on 
November 14, 1905, together with his

My 
object in giving these additional pow- 
ers to the administrative body repre- 
senti the government—tbe Inter-

Nothing is more injurious from every 
standpoint than a law which is merely

The 
most serious complaints that have been 
made to me have been of improper dis- 
crimination in railroad rates. For in- 
stance, in two recent cases affecting 
great corporations, the complaints that 
have been made to me have been that 
they are too low as regards certain 
big shippers; the complaint in both 
these cases is about the differential, the 
difference of treatment of two sets of 
users of the railways, the difference 
in favor of one set of shippers as 
against another set of shippers. .. . 

“If you will look at my Raleigh 
speech and my other recent utterances 
you will see my principles clearly set 
forth. I have said again and again 
that I would not tolerate for one mo- 
ment any injustice to a railroad any 
more than I would tolerate any injus- 
tice by a railroad. I have said again 
and again that I would remove a pub- 
lic Official) who improperly yielded to 
any public clamor against a railroad 
no matter how popular that clamor 
might be just as quickly as I would 
remove a public official who rendered 
an improper service to the railroad at 
the expense of the public. But I am. 
convinced that there must be an in- 
creased regulatory and supervisory 
power exercised by the government 
over the railways. Indeed, I would 
like it exercised to a much greater ex- 
tent than I have any idea of pressing 
at this moment.

TO COMBINE IS EPOCHAL. 
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“I am in no sense hostile to corpora- 
tions. This is an age of combinations, 
and any effort to prevent all combina- 
tions would not be only useless but in 
the end vicious, because of the con- 
tempt for law which the failure to en- 
force law inevitably produces. We 
Should, moreove. recognize in cordial 
and ample fashion the immense good 
effect by corporate agencies in a coun- 
try such as ours and the wealth of in- 
tellect, energy and fidelity devoted to 
their service, and therefore normally 
to the service of the public by their 
officers and directors. The corporation 
has come to stay, just as the trade 
union has come to stay. Each can do 
and has done great good. Each should 
be favored so long as it does good. But 
each should be sharply checked where 
it acts against law and justice. . . 

STATES CANNOT CONTROL. 

“Experience has shown conclusively 
that it ig useless to try to get any 
adequate regulation and supervision of 
these great corporations by State ac- 
tion. Such regulation and such super- 
vision can only be effectively exer- 
cised by a sovereign whose jurisdiction 
is coextensive with the field, of work 
of the corporation—that is, by the na- 
i nal government. I believe this regu- 
lation and supervision can be obtained 
by the enactment of law by the Con- 
gress. Our steady aim should be by 
legislation, cautiously and carefully 
undertaken, but resolutely persevered 
in, to assert the sovereignty of the na- 
tional government by affirmative ac- 
tion. It has been a misfortune 
that the Bationa)] laws on this subject 
have hitherto been of negative or pro- 
hibitive rather than an affirmative | 
kind. and still more than they have 
in part sought to prohibit what could 


in part their prohibitions confounded 
with what should be allowed and whot 
should not bem allowed. It is generally 
useless to try to prohibit all restraint 
in competition, whether this restraint 
reasonable or unreasonable, and 
where it is not useless it is generally 
EMPHASIZES INFLATION DANGER 
“What is needed is not sweeping | 
prohibition of every arrangement, good 
or bad, which may tend to restrict 
competition, but such adequate super- 
Vision and regulation as will prevent 
any restriction of competition from be- 
ing to the detriment of the public as 
well as such supervision and regula- 
tion as will prevent other abuses in no 
way connected with restriction of com- 
petition. Of these abuses perhaps the 
chief, although by no means the only 
one, is over-capitalization—generaliy 
itself the result of dishonest promo- 
tion—because of the myriad evils it 
brings in its train; for such over-capi- 
alization often means an inflation that 
invites business panic; it always con- 
ceals the true relations of thp profit 
earned to the capital actually invested, 
and it creates a burden of interest 
payments which is a fertile cause of 
improper reduction in, or limitation of | 
wages; it damages the small investor, 
discourages thrift, and encourages 
gambling and speculation; while per- 
haps worst of all is the trickiness and 
dishonesty which it implies—for harm 
to morals is worse than any possible 
harm to materia] interests and the de- 
bauchery of politics and business by 
great dishonest ‘corporations is far 
worse than any actual, material evil 
they do he public. Until the national 
government obtains, in some manner 
which the wisdom of the Congress 
may suggest, proper control over the 
big corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce—that is over the great ma- 
jority of the big corporations—it will 
be impossible to deal adequately with 
these evils. 
“This power to regulate rates, like 
all similar powers over the business 
world, should be exercised with mod- 
eration, caution and seif-restraint; but 
it should exist so that It can be et- 
fectively exercised when the need 
arise<.

“I do not believe in the government 
taking any work which can with 
propriety be left in private hands.

Such a system or rather such 
a lack of system, is fertile in abuses of | 
every kind and puts a premium upon 
unscrupulous and ruthicss cunning in 
railroad management; for there are 
some big shippers and some railroad 
managers who are always willihg to 
take unfair advantage of their weaker 
competitors and they thereby force 
other big shippers ani big rallroad 
men who would like to do decently, | 
into similar acts of wrong and injus- | 
tice, under penalty of being left be- 
hind in the race for success. Govern- 
ment supervision is needed quite as 
much in the interest of the big shipper 
and of the ratiroead manager who 
wants to do right as in the interest 
of the small shipper and the con- 
eumer. 
LAWS NEED AMENDMENT. 

“Experience has shown that the. 
present laws are d@efective and need 
amendment. The ¢ffort to prohibit au 
restraint of competition, whether reas- 
onabie or unreasonable, is unwise. 
What we need is to have some admin- 
istrative body with ample power to 
forbid combination that is hurtful to 
and to prevegt favoritism 
to one irrividual at the nude of an- 
other. In other words, we want an 44 
ministrative body with the power to 
secure fair and just treatment 
among all shippers who use the rail- 
‘roade—and all shippers hava a right 
fo use them.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP IS BAD. 

“It is because in my judgment public 
ownership of railroads is highly un- 
desirable and would probably in this 
country entail far-reaching disaster 
that I wish to see such supervision and 
regulation of them in the interest of 
the public as will maka evident that 
there is no need for pub ownership. 
The opponents of government regula- 
tion dwell upon the difficulties to be 
encountered, and the intricate and in- 
volved nature of the problem. Their 
contention is true. It is a complicated 
and delicate problem, and all kinds of 
difficulties are sure to arise in con- 
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plan will bring all benefits hoped for 
by its more optimistic adherents. While 
I fully admit the difficulties in the way 
I do not for a moment admit that 
these difficulties warrant us in stop- 
ing in our effort to secure a wise and 
ust system. At present we face such 
utter lack of supervision, such freedom 
from the restraints of laws, that ex- 
cellent men have often been literally 
fereed into doing what they deplored 
because otherwise they were left at 
the mercy of unscrupulous competitors. 
To assall men who have dove as they 
best could under such circumstances 
accomplishes little. What we need to 
do is to adopt an orderly system and 
such a system can only come through 
the gradually inereased exercise of the 
right of efficient government control.” 

In his message to Congress at the be- 
ginning the second session of the 
Fifty-ninth Congress, December 2, 1906, 
the President said: ; 

PRAISES COMMISSION. 

“The interstate commerce law has 
rather amusingly falsified the predic- 
tions both of those who asserted that it 
would ruin the railroads and of those 
whe asserted that it did not go far 
enough and would accomplish nothing. 
During the last five months the rall- 
roads have shown increased carnings 
and some of them unusual Aividends: 
while during the same period the mere 
taking effect of the law has uced 
an unprecedented hitherto unheard of 
number of voluntary reductions in 
freight rates and fares by the 
railroads. ... It must be * 
posed, however, that ith e 
passage of these laws it will be 
able to stop the progress by increas- 
ing the power of the government over 
the use of capital and Interstate Com- 
merce. For example there will ulti- 
mately be nééd of enlarging the powers 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
along several lines so as to give larger 
eontrol over the railroads. It cannot 
toof often be repeated that experience 
has conclusively shown the impossibil- 
ity of securing by the actions of nearly 
hulf a hundred different State Legisla- 
tyres anything but ineffective chaos in 
the way of dealing with the great cor- 
poratioanse which do not operate exclu- 
sively within the limits of any one 
State. In some method, whether by 
Federal license law, or in some other 
fashion, we must exercise at an early 
date, a far more complete control than 
at t over these great corpora- 
thune—a control that will among other 
thirgs prevent the evils of over capital- 
igation and that will compel the dis- 
closure by each bie corporation of its 
roperties and 
business whether own directly or 
through subsidiary or affiliated cor- 
porations. This will tend to put a stop 
to the securing of Iinordinate profits by 
favored individuals, at the expense. 
whether of the neral public or the 
stockholders, or wage workers. Our

“In enacting and enforcing such 
legislation as this Congress already 
has to its credit, we are working on a 
coherent plan with steady effort to 
secure the needed reforms before the 
jomt action of the moderate men, the 
plain men who do not with anything 
historical or dangerous, but who do 
intend to deal in resolute commons 
sense fashion with the real and great 
evils of the present system. The reac- 
tionaries and the violent extremists 
show symptoms of joining hands with 
us. As a matter fact, our position 
is as remote from that of a Bourbon 
reactionary as from that of an im- 
practicable or sinister visionary. We 
hola that the government should not 
conduct the business of the nation, but 
that it should exercise such supervis- 
ſon as will tnsure its being conducted 
in the interest of the nation. Our aim 
is,.so far ag may be, to secure for all 
decent, hard-working men equality of 
opportunity and equality of burden. 
COMBINATIONS ARE NECESSARY. 

The actual working of our laws 
has shown that the effort to prohibit 
all combination, good or bad, is nox- 
ious, where it is not tneffective. Con- 
bination of capital, like combination 
of labor. is a necessary element of 
It is not 
péssibie completely to prevent it, and 
if it were possible, such complete pre- 
vention would do damage to the body 
politic. What we need is not vainiy 
to try to destroy all combination, but 
to secure such rigorous and adequate 
control, and supervision of the 
combinations as to prevent their in- 
juring the public, or existing in such 
form as inevitably to threaten injury

The Memphis association claims the 
Board of Review acted irregularly.

yaw! Minerva is hauled out at

her long race with the new auxiliary 
Ketch Arrow, owned by Francis Hay. 
Minerva is to be thoroughly renovated 
for the coming season. Mr. Hebeler 
has ordered from Lewey a new mizzen 
staysail—a good body sail’ which the 
English yawls find valuable in reach- 
ing, none of which has ever been made 
in this region. Mr. Hay is getting a 
similar canvas from the same lofts, 
which have supplied him with a cap- 
ital outfit for all kinds of weather, in- 
cluding a storm jib, canvas sea anchor, 
and a storm trysail, which has its own 
sheet and is carried when the mainsail 
is stowed. This was designed with a 
gaff, but as this would require a peak 
halyard, it may be used as a lug sail, 
sent up on the throat halyard only. 

Both these vessels may show some 
surprises in the way of extra sail, and 
when it comes to cracking on canvas 
for lengthy drifts in summer airs, club 
Aopsails may appear on both main and 
‘mizzen. Among yachts that have no 
(topmasts, the club topsails have to 
‘gain their necessary elevation on their 
-own yards, which are made very long, 
‘to prevent capsize in hoisting. The 
lpeaking up which they get above the 
top of the yard is gained through us- 
ing a short sprit which fits in an eye 
in the roping at the peak corner, while 
the lower end swings in a snotter half 
way down the sail part of the yard. 
These sails have never been used in

the last big captures had just been 
made in the East. : 
After. scouring the country from 
Boston to San Francisco and from 
Alaska to Florida, the authorities say

| LOTTERY CHOKED OUT. 

The big lottery has been choked out 
of existence; its agents have been 
caught red-handed at every turn; the 
evidence against them is strong that 
they cannot fail to pay 3 

Three arrests in this connection 
have been made in Los Angeles within 
the last week, Herman Brunner and 
William and Harry Henderson of Mo- 
bile are the accused men. It is said 
they had an important part in the dis- 
tribution of the lists of numbers and 
of the lottery tickets. 

Brunner was arresied at Dolgeville 
and the Henderson brothers at No. 600 
East Twenty-third street, where they 
have been living this winter. The 
presence of these mei in this section 
has been known for a long time to the 
government authorities. Their rrest 
was delayed pending other more im- 
portant captures. The men are out on 
bail, pending the time when they shall 
be summoned to Mobile.

GO TO HONDURAS. 

Millions of dollars had been poured 
annually into the coffers of the big 
lottery company. Its agencies were in 
every hamlet of the United States. The 
big Chinese lotteries of the Pacific 
Coast were puny in comparison. So 
fat a snap could not be given up 
without a struggle. 

The lottery promoters, unable to 
gain a foothold in any other State, 
turned their attention to a convenient 
foreign country. Within a few months 
from the time they were driven out of 
Louisiana, the company obtained a 
concession ffom the government of 
Honduras. It established headquarters 
at Puerto Cortez, a city on the north- 
ern coast of that country, reached by 
a direct line of steamers from Tampa.

Laws for- 
bidding the passage of such tickets 
through the mails had beer in force 
many years. Tie Louisiana company 
sent them by express. 


SCREWS TIGHTENED. | 
To make the transmission of the 
tickets still more difficult, Congress 
in 1895 enacted a law prohibiting the 


other lottery matter by post, also mak- 
ing it a crime to send such tickets 
or lists of drawings by express or by 
person from one State to another. 

This led to the arrest in 1893 of an 
o7icial of a Mexican lottery company. 
A decision by the United States Su- 
preme Court upheld the statute, al- 
though the lotte people, contended 
that lottery ticket® were not an article 
of commerce, and that their transpor- 
tation from State to State could not 
be prohibited. 

Under the enlarged powers conferred 
by this law and by the action of the 
Supreme Court in upholding it, and 
‘through the aggressiveness of the of- 
ficiais now in service, the present suc- 
cessful crusade against the Honduras 
company was started. 
Apparently frightened out of the 
use of the express lines, the lottery 
promoters had hit upon the plan f 
sending their tickets from point to 
point in the United States by trusted 
messengers, who carried the tickets 
from place to place as personal bag 
gage. They used steamer trunks for 
the purpose. It ts said that agenis 
traveled from Boston to San Francisco 
with great trunks loaded with the 
slips of numbered paper. The profit 
was so great that almost any expense 
was justified in getting the tickets int» 
the hands of purchace~s. 

THREE GRAND DIVISIONS. 

There were three grand divisions in 
the United States for the purposes -f 
distribution. From the headquarters of 
each an immense territory was served, 
The names of the ‘cities that housed 
these headquarters have not yet been 

osed 


¢ facts were gleaned by the Fed- 
eral authorities after a deal of ha 

work. Whence the lists of “lucky” 
humbers were sent out, and where the 
tickets were printed, still remained a 


secret. 
Finally, in March, 1905, the steamer 
Hiram. en route from Puerto Cortez, 


by Federal authorities, who searched 
the personal baggage of Gen. Cabell, C. 
W. Bredow and James Rea, employes 
of the Honduras Company. In the 
luggage were found tickets of prior 
drawings, together with the winning 
numbers of the drawing of that menth. 
No prosecution was attempted at that 
time, but the evid..ce then f aned is 
in possession of Dist.-Atty. Armbrecht 
of Mobile. 

The next big move of the govern- 
ment was in May of last year. It was 
moving slowly, but surely, for no step 
was taken until it was justifi¢d by the 
reports of the secret service agents. 
This move was we 8 of the big, 
printing establishment John M. 
Rogers at Wilmington, Del. It was 
conducted by Dist.-Atty. Nields of 
Delaware on the ground that lottery 
tickets were printed at the plant. Vast 


MORE PROOF NEEDED. 

Still the government needed many 
more links to forge its chain of proof 
against those engaged in the distribu- 
tion of the tickets. They had located 
the place at which these tickets were 


sent out as baggage. They claim now 
to have learned how and by whom 
the distribution was made. 

In December last Asst. Dist.-Atty.- 
General Cooley called into conference 
with him at Washington, Dist.-Attys. 
Armbrecht of Mobile, and Nields of 
Delaware, together with Chief Wilkie 
of the secret service. Plans were ar- 
ranged at that time for the securing 
of still further evidence. 

A few weeks later, Secret Service 
Operators Sauter and Donaghy were. 
sent to Mobile to make investigation 
on lines that had been drawn. They 
watched with ~igilance a plant in 
which it was suspected that the lists 
of lottery drawings were printed. . 

Late on the night of January 22 last 
the presses of the establishment began 
to hum. Shortly afterward, at 1 o'clock 
in the morning; a gang of men emerged 
from the place with big and heavy 
boxes, which they conveyed to the of- 
fice of the Southern Express Company. 
The boxes were placed on a train 
bound for Atlanta, Ga., Operator 
Donaghy going on the same train. 

When the train pulled into Atlanta, 
after having made an interstate trip, 
Donaghy raided the express car and 
confiscated the boxes. 

PRINTING PLANT RAIDED. 

In the meantime, Operator Sauter, 
with United States Marshal Deans and 
his deputies, raided the printing plant 
at Mobile, finding thousands of printed 
lists, with numbers of men packing the 
slips for shipment. K. L. Penac and 
Louis S. Graham, foreman and pro- 
prietor, respectively, of the plant, were 
arrested the same night, along with 
their employés, being admitted to bail 
shortly afterward. : 

Agents of the Southern Express 
Company at Mobile also were arrested, 
charged with being parties to the con- 
spiracy, and at a conference a few 
days later between the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General and other officials. the 
officers of the express company offered 
their services in tracing the shipments. 
Through this assistance it is believed 
that much of the evidence was ob- 
tained against the distributing agents 
of the lottery company.

IS MYSTERY 
IS BAFFLING. 


NO TRACE OF MEHEGAN, 
VANISHED ON STREET. 

4, 
Disappearance the Strangest in 
Many a Day—Gone in a Moment 
and No Reason le Known—Possible 
Clew Received from the Northern 

Part of the State. ‘ 


WHO 


Among the many strange things 
which happen in large cities few are 
more remarkable than the case of 
Edward Mehegan. 

The man walked from a crowded q- 
fice into a busy street during daylight. 
Then he became a thing of the past. 

His mother, his business partner, his 
sweetheart and his brother, who have 
deen aided by the Inglewood lodge of 
Foresters, have found no trace of Me- 
hegan since that moment. 

Such disappearance cases are al- 
ways simple when they are finally 
solved. But in this instance investiga- 
tion has led to no hope of solgtion. 
Mehegan seemed to have no motive 
for leaving. He was a man of good 
habits. There was little money on his 
person. And in the lists of accidents 
and robbery victims none who tallies 
with his description has showed up. 

Mehegan is a young Inglewood mer- 
chant. He was last seen in Los Ange- 
les, Thursday afternoon, March 21. 
Though the case was reported to the 
Los Angeles police department the 
Sunday following the disappearance, 
no officer has reported any trace of the 
man. Through the Sheriff's office came 
yesterday a report from the northern 
part of the State that a man who gave 
the name Mehegan had been seen in 
some of the smaller towns. Inquiry is 
now being pursued along this line. 

UNUSUALLY STRANGE. 

Mehegan'’s is a case of unusual 
strangeness. He had been in partner- 
ship with L. B. Hardin of Inglewood 
for a number of years.

‘LabGfites Seek to Unionize 


National Association. 


Convention Here Because of 
Industrial Freedom. 


Ruin of Educational System 
in Haley Plans. 


Labor union domination, with walk- 
ing delegates, strikes, fines, boycotts, 
dissension and disorder, threatens the 
National Educational Association, the 
most Influential. body of educators in 
the country. 

This great organization will meet in 
Los Angeles next July. It will meet 
here because of the beauty of this fair 
land, and because of the delight of the 
balmy climate. More than all, it will 
meet here because this city is unique 
in having driven to bay the snarling 
pack of union’ labor wolves that have 
infested many other cities of the land 
and have snapped their red-reeking 
jaws over the fallen form of industrial 
freedom. 

Not content with laying its strangle- 
hold on the various induétries of the 
country, unionism has succeeded in en- 
listing in its ranks many of the teach- 
ers of America.

Leading the whole movement in the 
country is Miss Margaret Haley of 
Chicago, editor of the national organ, 
head of the Chicago Teachers’ Hed- 
eration, and delegate from that body to 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. She 
openly confesses that one of their aims 
at present is to get the National Edu- 
cational Association to adopt resolu- 
tions that the ‘federation has framed. 

GAINS NO HOLD HERE. 

This doubtiess will be a difficult 
matter in Los Angeles. The Teachers’ 
Federation has changed its purposes 
and has gone from reason to unreason, 
according to the best educational au- 
thorities, since its organization, some 
years ago, in Los Angeles. In this 
city at present its new doctrines ap- 
pear to have comparatively little hold 
on the teaching force. 

Overtures have been. made to the 
Los Angeles teachera by . the local 
union labor council, but they have 
been turned down cold. The teachers 
of the public schools of this city have 
refused to UHsten to the vitriolic out- 
bursts of the labor agitator. This fact 
is relied on at the coming convention 
to suppress any effort to unionize 
the teachers through resolutions rail- 
roaded through the N.E.A. 

The Executive Committee of the N. 
E. A. is unalterably opposed to any 
suggestion of unionism on the part of 


the teachers, ; 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia Untweraity, and a 
member of this eommittee. made a 
speech in Chicago in the very hot-bed 
of the labor-union sentiment, not long 
since, in which he said: | 

“If I belonged to the Chicago Board 
of Education, every teacher who be- 
longs to a union would be dis- 
charged.” 

UNION LABEL SCHOOLS. 

The Educational Review, edited by 
Dr. Butler, says of the teachers in the 
National Federation: 

“It may be denied, but i* cannot be 
truthfully contradicted, that it is the 
aim of these teachers to gain control 
of the school machinery, to throw the 
throttle wide open, and dash this great 
engine of education headlong toward 
betterment over a road that can be 
safely traveled only when it is trav- 
eled slowly and with great caution.” 

Under the leadership of Miss Haley 
2 Chicago, the first demands made 
there were for the betterment of the 
teachers’ condition, but the demands 
of the federation have grown more 
and more insistent, until they are im- 
patient of any authority, and would 
have any supervision of their work of 
ne the children abolished en- 
tirely. 

Teachers who refused to join the or- 
ganization in Chicago have deen 
branded as “scabs,” and are made to 
feel the penalty of keeping their Ifb- 
erty of action.

NEW OLIVE OIL MACHINE. 


Invention Which Will Greatly Increase 
the Output and Reduce the Waste 
to a Minimum. 


Peter E. Maggini of this city has 
been granted a patent on a machine 
which, if it does all. that is claimed 
for it, will greatly benefit olive grow- 
ers and olive oil makers throughout 
this part of the State, by increasing 
the outpht and correspondingly in- 
creasing the receipts from that impor 
tant industry. . 

It has been demonstrated by tests 
made in the presence of experts that 
the machine makes it possible to ex- 
tract a much greater proportion of oil 
from a given quantity of olives than 
can be done by any other known meth- 
od. It also reduces the waste material 
to a fraction of what it is under exist- 
ing methods. 

The machine is an olive crusher, 
which is connected with & system of 
pans or cups into which the crushed 
olives flow, the pits and other refuse 
being automatically separated from 
the material from which the oll is to 


pounds of olives were crushed in an 
hour and the yield of marketable prod- 
uct from that quantity of olives was 
increased 24 per cent. 
Maggini has devoted years to the 
study of the olive industry. His breth- 
er is Superintendent of Agriculture of 
New South Wales, and for years he 
studied in that department. He has 
already received several flattering of- 
tere for the exclusive use of his in- 
vention, but he prefers to hold it and 
permit its use throughout the olive- 
growing district, under the royalty 
plan.

In Spain, Sicily and 
Italy they pack as mény as 800 
Oranges or lemons in a box. The in- 
creased size is mainly in the length 
ot thé boxes, although they are also 
higher and wider than ours. They 
are made of wood with a good deal of 
spring and tenacity, and then these 
immense boxes are wound with a 
cheap rope, spun by hand out of na- 
tive grass. 
Recently the Agricultural League, 
ah association in Palermo, has been 
induced to take up this matter of 
standard boxes and marking the num- 


has recently been landed at New 
York, nearly 20,000 standardized 
boxes of these Palermo lemons. Of 
course, in determining upon a size 
for the boxes, it has also been pro- 
vidod that the fruit should de graded. 
Otherwise it would be impossible to 
decide how many a box would hold. 

This reform was inspired by the 
action of a firm of brokers handling 
Sicily lemons in the New York mar- 
ket. They found their business han- 
dicapped by the ungraded fruit and 
the impossibility of determining be- 
forehand how many lemons were in 
a box. This firm hopes that by in- 
troducing this reform the business 
of handling Sicily lemons in New 
York will be facilitated, and that the 
trade will grow to the volume pre- 
vailing before the California lemon 
practically displaced the foreign fruit 
in our markets. 

They. will undoubtedly find it easier 
to handle the fruit under this reform, 
and it will also be a benefit to thé 
Sicily growers. They have been sub- 
ject to robbery in the way of rebates 
on unmarketable sizes. With the 
fruit graded properly and the size 
sténciled on the box. a good deal of 
this robbery will be prevented.

BULLFROG ON THE JUMP. 


National Bank to te Be Organized at 
Rhyolite and Many Railroad 
Connections Projected. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

GOLDFIELD, (Nev.) March 30.— 
With the controller of the currency’s 
approva; of the application for a na- 
tional bank at Rhyolite, the assurance 
of the immediate construction of a big 
custom mill, the completion of rail- 
way connections direct to the south, 
east and west, with the near approach 
of the line from the north, with a 
stock exchange of its own running full 
blast, and securities untouched by in- 
dustrial strife that is vexing other 
Nevada camps, Bullfrog district is 
forging to the front as never before. 

Applicants for the organization of 
the First National Bank of Rhyolite 
are Oscar J. Smith, Bert L. Smith, C. 
T. Bender, C. M. Mapes and s. H. 
Wheeler. The capitalization will be 
$50,000 and the new institution is in- 
tended to absorb the Southern Nevada 
Banking Company, which had an- 
nounced that it was soon to remove 
from the town of Bullfrog to Rhyo- 
lite. This will be the first national 
bank organized in any Southern Ne- 
vada mining camp. 

The custom mill, of fifty tons per 
day capacity, is being built by the 
Nevada Milling and Ore Purchasing 
Company, which has developed water 
enough for the treatment of 500 tons 
of ore daily and is estimated to be 
worth in this desert land at least $250,- 
000. The mill will be of inestimable 
benefit to the district for the reason 
that within close range there are 
mountains of milling ore on the dumps 
and blocked out in the stopes, not rich 
enough to ship but carrying values 
that will mill here to big advantage. 
Officers of the company are W. H. 
Malone of Denver. president: E. H. 
Sanford of Goldfield, vice-president, 
and F. H. Stickney of Rhyolite, secre- 
tary and treasurer. 

Bullfrog is now freighting to the 
smelters at Salt Lake and San Pedro 
harbor via the Clark road, which in a 
short time will also connect that camp 
with Goldfield and the main line of the 
Southern Pacific. The Brock system 
is hurrying construction of a parallel 
road between Goldfield and Rhyolite. 
The Tonopah and Tidewater is coming 
up from the Santa Fé on the south 
and there are two projected railways 
from the Ely and Austin country, to 
take in Manhattan, Tonopah and Gold- 
field en route and connect with the 
southern systems at Rhyolite.
